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Alternatives Considered

* No Build

* Baseline for comparison for build alternatives
e Does not meet purpose and need, does not enhance safety at intersection

* Signalized intersection
* Requires extensive geometric changes due to the design speeds of the roadways
* Enhances safety
* Additional right-of-way required
* Vehicles would spend more time at intersection (vehicle idling)
* Wetland impacts

* Reconfigure intersection into a roundabout
* Enhances safety at the intersection

* Provides significant reduction in number of traffic accidents and in the severity
of accidents

* Enhances mobility within corridor AL NextLevel
